One impo rtant phase o f the po li­ 
cies o f the present administratio n has 
been an anxiety to secure fo r the wage- 
earner an equality o f o ppo rtunity ard 
such po sitive statuto ry pro tectio n as 
shall place him o n a level in dealing 
with his emplo y er. 
The Republican party has passed an 
emplo y ers’ liability act fbr interstate 
railro ads, and has established an eight 
ho ur law fo r go vernment emplo y es and 
o n go vernment co nstructio n.

These are all instances o f the desire

ment emplo y es will be ado pted in the 
future; the principle in such cases has 
been reco gnized and in the necessarily 
so mewhat slo w co urse o f legislatio n 
will be mo re fully embo died in definite 
statutes.

They have a right to use such per­ 
suasio n as they may , pro vided it do es 
no t reach the po int o f duress, to lead 
their reluctant co -labo rers to jo in them 
in their unio n against their emplo y er, 
and they have a right, if they cho o se, 
to accumulate funds to suppo rt tho se 
engaged in a strike, to delegate to o f­ 
ficers the po wer to direct the actio n o f 
the unio n, and to withdraw themselves 
and their asso ciates fro iv dealings with 
o r giving custo m to tho se with who m 
they are in co ntro versy . 


TAFT’S KINDNESS TO BLIND.

Berlin, Oct. 12.—The international 
balloon 
race, which started Sunday 
from the suburb of Schm argendorf 
was the occasion of a thrilling acci 
dent, two American areonauts having 
a miraculous escape from death. 
The 
American balloon Conqueror, the only 
American-built craft in the contest, 
having on board A. Holland Forbes and 
Augustus Post, less than two minutes 
after the start, burst at an altitude of 
4,000 feet. 
For 2,000 feet it shot down like a 
bullet, and then the torn silk bag as­ 
sumed the shape of a parachute, thus 
checking the rapidity of the descent.
